Is Arrested By Sheriff 
Shealer; Released On 
Bail But Boy Is

Held Here. 


Charged with abducting her step­ 
son, Mrs. Hazel Fidler, who is al­ 
leged by authorities here, to have been 
illegally married to the boy’s father, 
the late Emmert Fidler, of Biglerville, 
was arrested in Everett Thursday, by 
Sheriff John C. Shealer. 
The alleged abduction took place 
last Monday. 
According to informa­ 
tion at the home 
of 
Mrs. 
Charles 
Trimmer, 
Biglerville, 
the 
boy's 
mother, Emmert Fidler, 14, the boy 
in the case, had been living with his 
grandmother, Mrs. Sara Tipton, Big­ 
lerville, since he was three years old. 
Lures Boy Away 
The woman under arrest is alleged 
by Sheriff Shealer to have lured the 
boy from his home in Biglerville last 
Monday, and taken him to Everett, 
according to the story told at the 
Trimmer home. 
Mrs. Tipton swore 
out the warrant charging the alleged 
illegal step-mother of the child with 
abduction. 
The boy's father, Emmert Fidler, a 
veteran of the World War, died at his 
home about a mile from Biglerville a 
year ago, where he had been living 
with the woman he is alleged to have 
married without securing a divorce 
from his first wife, the mother of the 
boy figuring in the abduction, accord­ 
ing to Sheriff Shealer.

One C hild Is Born 
To the alleged illegal union between 
the late Mr. Fidler and the woman 
under arrest was born one child. 
According to Trimmers, the woman 
under arrect has been illegally draw- 
ing the deceased war veteran’s pen­ 
sion. 
According to Sheriff Shealer, Mrs. 
Fidler made no effort to resist arrest, 
and both she and her step-son ac­ 
companied him hack 
to 
Gettysburg 
from E v erett 
Mrs. Fidler secured 
her release under 
bail 
for her ap­ 
pearance at the November term of 
court. 
Emmert, the 14-year-old boy in the 
case, is being kept at the county jail. 
He is said to have become incorrigible, 
and to have been induced by his step­ 
mother to refuse to obey Mrs. Tip­ 
ton, his grandmother. 
It is under­ 
stood he had expressed a preference 
for his stepmother, and to have said 
he would, not return to Mrs. Tipton’s 
home. 
Efforts will be made to have him 
placed in a home for incorrigibles, ac­ 
cording to information received by the 
Trimmer family.

The Gettysburg Gun Club on Thurs­ 
day completed the last round of the 
three-day registered tournament, the 
first of its kind ever held here, and 
the magnet for some of the best shots 
in the trap-shooting vocation. 
The 
feature of Thursday was the shoot-off 
for the battlefield trophy. 
Five of the best marksmen in the 
country were tied with 94 breaks in 
the handicap, which necessitated the 
shoot-off, won finally by Frank Troeh, 
Portland, Oregon, recently uncrown­ 
ed national 
trapshooting champion, 
after a tense fifty-bird race. 
The five high guns were Claude 
Henline, of Bradford, 
president of 
the Pennsylvania Sportsmen’s Asso­ 
ciation, shooting from 
the 21-yard 
mark; A. H. Freeland, West Fairview, 
from 19 yards; Steve Crothers, Chest­

ll.—Commander 
John Rodgers and his intrepid crew 
of four of the lost transpacific air­ 
plane PN-9 No. I are alive and well. 
The crippled Eagle with its pre­ 
cious burden of trailblazing adventur­ 
ers was found late yesterday riding 
swan-like atop choppy seas by a mon­ 
ster of the deep, the United States 
submarine R-4. 
Lost 218 and one half hours in a 
plunge from the air after 25 hours 
hurtling from San Francisco toward 
Honolulu in the first such flight ever 
attempted the brave little force in 
every sense except officially had been 
given up as lost. 
That Commander Rodgers and his 
crow were in good physical condition 
was attested by brief messages. 
Drifts 450 Miles 
Since the big plane reported that 
its gasoline supply was gone and was 
cracking un after an emergency land­ 
ing, it had drifted approximately 450 
miles westward from the point Adhere 
it dropped from the air. 
Tile rescued aviators 
refused 
to 
leave their plane but obtained water 
and food from the rescuing submarine 
as they were being towed ashore by 
small boats. 
When the happy crew was brought 
ashore tin* men were taken to a hos­ 
pital where doctors inspected them. 
Commander Rodgers, the last man to 
leave the plane, thereby upholding one 
rf the navy’s oldest traditions was or­ 
dered to bed. 
All tho men wore a 
haggard look. 
Crew Shows Strain 
They plainly showed 
the 
strain 
which they had been under for nine 
flays. 
They were heavily bearded 
>nd their faces were tanned by the 
tropical sun. 
The wings of the seaplane were 
badly smashed by the sea but the 
hull was intact. 
Food and water were exhausted on 
the fifth day after the plane 
was 
forced into the sea by lack of fuel. 
The men therefore w'ere without food 
for four days. 
The fabric was torn off the plane 
while it was being buffeted about and 
used to catch water when the air­ 
craft 
passed 
through 
providential 
showers. 
“This saved our lives,” they said. 
‘•Has the PH-1 made a successful 
flight?” was the first question asked 
tv the rescued aviators. 
The messages radio-cast by search­ 
ing planes and surface ships were all 
picked un by the seaplane but it could 
not put messages on the air in re­ 
sponse. 
This was due to the fact that its 
drooping antennae was under water. 
“ We were forced down the second 
day out, as you know,” a member of 
the crew saki. 
“We sighted a mer- 
t hunt vessel five miles off. 
Signals 
were sent un repeatedly and every 
effort was made to attract attention 
but the steamer passed on.” 
One amazing incident occurred when 
the nlane crew was being brought 
ashore in a small boat.
